CHAPTER 262. 
AN ACT to appoint a committee in this state to act jointly with 

a similar committee of the state of Minnesota in the investi-
gation of port conditions at the port of Superior-Duluth, and 
to submit to the governor of this state a comprehensive report 
recommending the proper policy that shall be pursued for the 
best interests of the entire port of Superior-Duluth, and the
